tests filed, six*y having yet to be heard, 
while forty-one have 
been 
settled. 
It Is probable, however, that the com­ 
mittee has finished about half of tin* 
total amount of work imposed on It 
by the numerous contesting delega­ 
tions from the Southern states. Then* 
are in Texas contests on delegates at 
large and each of the sixteen districts. 
These will be consolidated, reducing 
the aggredate num ber of cases yet to 
be hoard to forty-four. 
Then* is a pos 
sibility also that other consolidations 
may be made in Virginia and othei 
states.

Of these twenty-seven are 
Taft men, and the remaining nine, al

Clark’s disappearance was not no­ 
ticed for a day or two.

ple from wlimit die had “borrowed” 
Jewelry and plate began to male«* in­ 
quiries. 
Suspicion 
was directed to 
Aram in some way. 
The village nil- 
thorlti«*s searched his house and found 
a bundle containing batter«*«! plat«* and 
clothing stained with blood. 
N otw ith­ 
standing this, no action seems t«< have 
been tak«*n by the authorities, nor was 
it suspected that Clnrk had b«*en m u r­ 
dered. 
The neighbors began to jeer at 
the learned school m aster, however and 
Aram suddenly left his wife and cliil 
dr«*n and walked to London. 
For fourteen years his family heard 
nothing of him. 
lie spent the greater 
part of the time w andering about from 
place to place, at hist finding a situ a­ 
tion as usher in a school at Lynn. 
In 
June, 175«, a horse «l«*al«*r who had 
known him in Knnresborough met him 
in th«* Lynn market, 
Aram d«*ni«*«l hi- 
identity. 
By a singular coincidence, 
almost tin* day the horse dealer accost­ 
ed the now* gray haired schoo!teach«>r, 
a skeleton was found by some w ork­ 
men digging a pit In Thistle hill, in 
K naresborough.

The latter, still too drunk to realize 
the gravity of his position, muttered 
that Clark’s body would he found in St 
Robert’s cave.

rush for that place, and soon a skele 
ton was exhumed. 
“I did not kill him!” gasp«*tl House 
man. now thoroughly solier and terrl 
fled 
“ It was Aram. 
1 had no part.” 
H ousem an was taken to the village 
fail, and a w arrant w as sworn out foi 
Aram. 
When tin* officers took him 
away from the school the pupils cried 
The governm ent used Housem an as a 
witness to convict Aram.

speech in his own defense has come 
down complete a m asterly attack on 
circum stantial evidence, showing the 
Vntellectunl pow er of the man.
